FRANKFORT, Ky, Feb. 5.—Gover-
nor Taylor to-night, made = dlstinet
and posillve offer to submit the merits
of his claim to the gubernatorial chair
of Kentucky to any thres falr-minded
men in the world, tliese threa men to
be selected by the United Btates su-
preme conrt. He will allow thein toar-
bitrate the case and will abide by thelr
decislon. Thig announcement he made
to u correspondent of the ‘Assoriated
Press at € o'clock to-nlght In his office
in the executive bullding., Tha declara-
tlon made by Governor Taylor regard-
ing arbitration was at once wired by
{h# Assoclited Press correspondent to
Lisutenant Governor John Marshail
and Attorney David W. Falrleigh, Re-
publican members of the politieal con-
ference held to-night at Loulsville.

Chaotie Is the only word that will de-
geribe the political situation aw it ex-
Isted to-day In Frankfort.
